ADVENTURE” 


The highly favorable impression made by Mr. 
Robinson at his appearances before the Academy 
members last May called for an invitation for an 
early encore. 

Here is an opportunity to share some of the ex- 
citement, frustrations and learning experiences of an 
exploring trip across Siberia on the historic Trans- 
Siberian Railway. Starting at the Pacific terminus of 
the world’s longest rail line, you’ll see something of 
the ‘“‘Rossia” train itself; visit Khabarovsk, at the 
confluence of the Ussuri and Amur rivers (the 
troubled boundaries with Red China); see long, un- 
touched stretches of Siberian wilderness as the coal- 
burning steam locomotives break the silence, and 
then on to explore Irkutsk, hub of this awakening 
land. Near here you'll explore the extensive hydro- 
electric developments farther to the north, carved 
by brute force out of the thick, touch “Taiga”, for- 
ests of larch and birch. 


From Irkutsk it is on to Lake Baikal, one of the 
world’s largest bodies of fresh water. From there we 
continue on to Novosibirsk (“New Siberia’) with 
its over-a-million population, center of scholarly and 
applied research institutes known as “Academic 
City.” All-in-all this is an adventure few of us will 
ever indulge in person. 


Mr. Robinson is a highly successful management 
consultant but with his keenly observant eye, ability 
as a photographer and lively literacy, he’s first to 
admit he would rather travel and photograph more 
than anything in the world.
